Protecting Democracy 


Great Britain, and with Great Britain the other units which comprise | 
the British Empire, to to-day the outstanding exponent of the democratic | 
form of government which her people have developed over a thousand years, | 
as the most satisfactory form of administration—self administration. 

It is a form of government which has evolved from trial and error over | 
a long period of successive experimentation resulting as Tennyson has aptly 
pointed out in freedom “which has slowly broadened down from precedent | 
to precedent.’ In other words, democracy as the British peoples enjoy it, | 
is a structure which has been built up step by step as conditions and de- 
mands warranted each progressive stage. 

It can be admitted without hesitation that democratic government has 
its weaknesses and will continue to present facets of disadvantage to the 
gods who sit on Olympic heights and gaze down upon human endeavors 
until the day, if ever, when mankind becomes perfect. The point, however, | 
is that this heritage of democracy and the freedom on which it is based | 
has become a very precious thing to the people of Anglo-Saxon origin, no} 
matter in what part of the globe they may be domiciled. It is a heritage 
that has become built into the fibre of the British people and one which 
they can be counted upon to fight to the last ditch to preserve. 

Yet conditions the world over to-day appear to conspire to endanger 
the continued existence of the right of the British people to govern them-| 
selves and of that of other countries which have adopted a self-expressive | 
type of administration. 

Right and left wing European countries are again engaged in a mad 
scramble to build up powerful war machines, each one vying to outdo an 
imaginary opponent or group of opponents, resulting in the construction of 
such a terrifying aggregation of armaments of such tremendous destructive 
potentialities as to thoroughly alarm the democratic countries, who to-day 
find their armies and equipment practically impotent in comparison, and to 
force them into the mad competition, if only for purely defensive necessity. 

Already some of the countries which started the race for martial | 
supremacy have at their command forces which far exceed, numerically and 
in power, anything that was unleashed in the Great War of 1914-18 but also 
overshadow the effective defensive machines of the democratic countries, | 
of which Great Britain is the recognized leader on the other side of the! 
Atlantic. | 

The very existence of such tremendous fighting machines constitute a 
serious menace to the peace of Europe and perhaps of the whole world, for | 
democracies have awakened to a realization that they must sooner or later 
be dragged into any conflict involving several of the more important con- 
tinental powers and that if they are unprepared. for defence, if. not for | 
aggression, they are inviting disaster, involving possibly a complete rout | 
and disintegration of democracy. 

This, at any rate, is the attitude and the viewpoint of the British peo- 
ple at the moment and they are hastily mending their weak fences at con- 
siderable expense to the taxpayers, so that they may not be caught off 
guard and impotent. As chief exponent and custodian of democracy in| 
Europe they realize that they have something important to protect, not 
‘only for themselves but for others. 


With the League of Nations now little better than a broken prop the 
British recognize they must rely upon themselves and their own resources | 
of men, munitions and equipment for the defence of democracy in Europe, | 
should necessity for defence arise, and they have reasonable grounds for fear 
that such occasion may be precipitated in view of the aggressive and mili- 
tant trend which is being displayed in some of the continental countries. 
They have also come to a realization that the arm upon which their de- 
fence rested so surely in the past—the navy—would be little or no assist-

Sven Royalty Cannot Escape Acci-| 
dents On Highway 

“Accidents are no respectors of per- 
son,” said W. G. Robertson, general 
manager of the Ontario Motor 
League, commenting on the fact that 
in less than a year and a half three 
royal personages have been involved 
in automobile crashes within a com- 
paratively small area in Burope. 
“You may be a king or a queen, you 
may be a tramp, but you're just as 
much in danger of ending up in an 
automobile accident. This is an in-! 
dication for the universal application 
of the rules of safe driving.” 

On Aug. 29, 1935, the world was! 
shocked to learn of the death of 
beautiful Queen Astrid of the Bel- 
gians while motoring with her hus- 
band, King Leopold, near Lake Lu- 
cerne, Switzerland. The car, driven 
by the king, skidded and ran into a 
tree. 

An Austrian police officer was the 
hero when Queen Wilhelmina of Hol- 
land had a narrow escape from fall- 
ing 600 feet to her death recently. 
On the slippery roads near Inns-| 
bruck, a short distance from the} 
Swiss border in Austria, one wheel 
of the royal car slid over the edge of 
the steep precipice. Before the rest 
of the car could follow, a police es- 
cort riding in another car ran up and 
put his shoulder to the queen's auto- 
mobile to keep it in place. The 
queen stepped out calmly and un- 
harmed. 

Following day Edward, Duke of | 
Windsor, was driving from Vienna} 
to the castle of his host, Baron Eu-} 
gene de Rothschild, when another| 
automobile skidded at a cross roads | 
and crashed into the duke’s car, The’ 
latter was shaken up, but got out! 
and chatted with the scared driver 
of the other car. Noticing that his 
chauffeur was unnerved, the duke 
took the wheel and drove the rest of!

Motor vehicles accident deaths in| 
the United States reached record, 
total of 38,500 in 1936, the National | 
Safety Council said, exceeding the} 
previous mark of 37,000 set in 1935. | 

Tornadoes, floods, excessive heat, 
and increased employment helped | 
push the 1936 total of accident deaths | 
from all causes to 111,000, wiping out 
the 1934 record of 101,139, |

10,300,000 others, 

Council figures showed that while 
traffic deaths increased four per cent. | 
in number, automobile registration | 
jumped eight per cent, over the 1935 | 
total to 28,270,000, “a greater num-| 
ber than ever’ before _ travelled!

DOMINIONS IN

London, The amended regency 
bill was approved without division in 
the House of Commons after At- 
torney-General Sir Donald Somervell 


| Stated the Dominions had agreed to it. 


“The Dominions have been kept 
informed and have agreed to our 
passing a bill for the United King- 
dom,”’ he said.

LIFE INSURANCE— 

Premier Aberhart wants to know if life insurance companies 
could, on demand, pay the complete cash surrender values of the 
policies drawn upon them in cash. This was his reply to criti- 
cism of his policies by the insurance companies. The answer, of 
course, is in the negative. Life insurance companies do not 
keep the money they receive in cash. If they did, the costs of 
insurance would inerease drastically, and the supply of money 
available for government borrowings, for home building, com- 
mercial undertakings, etc , would diminish rapidly. 

Insurance companies act merely as trustees for individuals. 
They take the money contributed by the individuals and invest 
it as carefully as possible. In that way these trust funds earn 
more money and these earnings are used partially to keep down 
the cost of insurance and partially to increase the value of the 
policies held by millions who carry insurance. 

Life insurance is one of the most humanitarian schemes ever 
devised. By means of life insurance people who are blest with 
long life contribute to the support of those who have been left 
without a breadwinner. The good that life insurance has done 
and is doing every day has never been sufficiently publicised or 
brought home to the people. But it has brought support, cour- 
age and a measure of comfort to millions of people. 

Life insurance is essentially a co-operative undertaking. If 
we had our way every life insurance company would be mutual- 
ized. It is true that the profits extracted from stock life insur- 
ance companies is small—about 5 per cent of total net earnings 
on the average, while some 95 percent goes to policy-holders. 
But we do not believe stock-holders should benefit by a penny 
from the life insurance funds of the mult:tudes. 

As for the suggestion that life insurance companies should 
keep all the funds received in cash, the idea is simply preposter- 
ous. It shows the trend of the minds that visualizes wealth as 
being money. Money is not wealth but a means of transferring 
it. So life insurance companies keep their funds invested in 
many forms of real wealth and when required all that is done is 
that real wealth is transferred back to money, and this paid out 
to the beneficiary.—Hanna Herald, 1-14-37.

FISH DAINTIES

This month fish as a food seems 
to be in the limelight, so I present 
the following very tasty fish recipe 
as my contribution to the finny 
tribe: 


Baked Fish Loaf 


1 pound halibut steak 
1 3-4 cup bread crumbs 
1 cup milk 
1 cup stock 
1-4 cup butter 
2 eggs, beaten separately 
1 1-2 teaspoons minced parsley 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Remove the skin and bone from 
the raw fish and separate it into 
little pieces, Then run it through 
the food chopper with the finest 
attachment. Soak the bread in 
the niilk and stock (brown stock) 
combined, and cook until there is 
a tendency for the material to leave 
the sides of the pan. Stir to pre- 
vent burning. Mix with the fish, 
butter and eggs aud season with 
the salt, pepper and lemon juice. 
form into a roll or loaf, roll in but- 
tered bread or cracker crumbs, dot 
over with butter and place in a hot 
oven for from one-half to three- 


quarters of an hour. Serve with 
the following sauce.

The World of Wheat. 
By H. G. L. Strange 
Director ‘‘Crop Testing Plan.” 


UTIES set up against Canadian 
wheat by foreign countries are 
coming down ! 


France, Germany, Italy, Holland, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Norway and 
Sweden, all recently have either 
actnally reduced tariffs against 
Canadian, and other export wheats, 
or are considering doing 80. 


This is most welcome news, but 
it is exactly what could be expected 
at this time, and which actually 
was forcasted several years ago by 
some persons. 


History reveals that the econ- 
omic events which happsn after a 
great war always occur in about 
the same sequence. After the 
boom—the natural consequence of 
a great war—inevitably comes a 
depression. During the depression 
countries try to produce and manu- 
facture, at home, goods and com- 
modities which hitherto they had 
imported from their neighbours. 

This policy of “nationalism” or 
“Self-Sufficiency” continues for a 
few years, then the realization 
sharply comes that as imports are 
curtailed, so exports going out of 
any country are correspondingly 
reduced, As soon as this is recog- 
nized, economic sanity returns, and 
countries begin to reduce their tar- 
iffs, 

Next will come the tearing down 
of other restrictions against inter- 
national trade and commerce, such 
as. quotas, barter arrangements, de- 
preciation of money and so forth. 

Meanwhile Canada will sell her 
wheat more easily.

THUMB-SUCKING and 
NAIL- BITING 


HESE are among the moat 

common "undesirable habits” 
that children develop, and often, if 
neglected, they are the must diffi- 
cult to correct. 

Tt ia nnwiee to punish the child 
for such habits, Apart from hav- 
ing absolutely no effect on the 
habit, it encourages the child to 
practice it in seclusion. Often an 
intense feeling of guilt is aroused. 
Applying bitter substance to the 
thumb or fingers is: not of much 
use. Repeated commands such as 
“stop sucking your thumb” are 
seldom auccessful. The importance 
of the habit should not be empha- 
sized in this way. Neither should 
it be discussed with other adulte in 
the child’s presence. Such proced- 
ures only impress the child with 
the fact that he is a “thumb-suck- 
er’, and he will do his best to live 
up to his reputation. 

Tn an infant or very yonng child 
it is best to ignore completely such 
practices. Simply remove the hand 
from the mouth without any fuss 
or flurry. If possible interest him 
in handling 2 toy. Ifthe habit is 
very persistent, light cotton mitts 
and other methods of restraint may 
be tried. Inthe older child it is 
best to start by gaining his full co- 
operation. Explain carefully that 
the practice is undesirable, unpleas- 
ant, and really a sign of bad man- 
ners. Then give him every assis- 
tance you can in breaking the 
habit, See that he has plenty of 
interesting activity requiring the 
use of both hands. 

In nail-biting, excellent results 
ure often obtained by appealing to 
the child’s pride. Procure a small 
manicure set and teach him to use 
it. Get him to see if he can keep 
his nails cleaner and better trimmed 
than yours. This has probably 
cured more nail-biters than any 
other method. 

Persistant nail-biting and thumb- 
sucking may be symptoms of some 
general disturbance of the child’s 
physical health. If such habits 
continue in apite of everything, 
vour doctor should be consulted.

Reduction In World Stocks 


Of Grain Is Striking Feature 


Of World’s W 


o 


‘The reduction in world stocks of 
wheat from the high levels prevailing ; 
from 1929 until 1935 is. probably ben | 
most striking feature of the present 
wheat situation, The Agricultural | 
Situation and Outlook for 1937, which 
has just been issued, states: ‘For the} 
1936-37 season, it is evident that) 
there will ndt “be the wide margin 
between world exportable supplies 
and probable import requirements! 
which existed in increasng degree be- 
tween 1929 and 1934.” This change 
in world stocks was brought about 
by a _ succession of comparatively 
short crops, particularly in North 
America. 

The total wheat harvest in 1936, 
exclusive of Russia and China, is es- 
timated at 88 million bushels below 
the 1935 total, The fact that part 
of this reduction occurred in the im- 
porting countries of Western Europe 
has brought about a distribution of 
supplies which is tending to increase 
world shipments of wheat during 
1936-37. World wheat shipments) 
during the crop year 1935-36 reached | 
a total of only. 520 million bushels. 
Estimates of world wheat require- 
ments for the present crop year now 
range from 560 to 580 million bushels. | 

The Canadian wheat picture has 
also changed materially. On August 
1, 1935, stocks of wheat in Canada 
stood at 203.3 million bushels. By 
the same date in 1936 the total had) 
been reduced to 109.4 million bushels. 
This substantial reduction, coupled 
with the small crop harvested in 
1936, reduced the exportable sup- 
plies to such an extent that it is un- 
likely that exports from Canada will! 
be as high a percentage of total 
world shipments as they were in 
1935-36. During that crop year Can-| 
ada supplied almost fifty per cent. of) 
the total world import requirements. | 

The acreage seeded to winter | 
wheat in the United States is esti-| 
mated to approximate 57.2 million| 
acres. This the largest acreage in 
history. Wheat acreages in other | 
countries also remain at high mevels 
and should yields in 1937 approach} 
the normal figure of previous years, 
production would again be in excess 
of import requirements and stocks 
would again increase.’ 

Potato production in Canada in 
1986 now estimated at-39,063,000 cwt., 
is only fractionally higher than in 
1935 when the crop amounted to 38,- 
670,000 cwt. Excellent yields in the 
Maritime Provinces, Quebec, north- 
ern districts of the Prairie Provinces, 
and in British Columbia more than 
offset the low yields in Ontario and 
the southern districts of the Prairie 
Provinces occasioned by severe sum- 
mer drought. 

Alfalfa seed production in Canada 

in71936 is preliminarily estimated at 
approximately 2,100,000 pounds as 
compared with 1,100,000 pounds in 
1935, and 1,650,000 pounds in 1934. 
Most of the seed was grown in On- 
tario, but substantial amounts were | 
raised ‘in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta, and British Columbia. 
' Farmers in Central China use 
oxen, water buffaloes, and donkeys 
for farm work while the farmers in 
North China employ camels, mules, 
and*horses for transportation, and 
donkeys and oxen for the more inti- 
mate work on the farm. Some Mon- 
gol farmers breed camels exclusively 
for their wool, much in the same way 
as sheep in Canada. 

Pedigree certificates of pure-bred 
animals registered by the Canadian 
National Live Stock Records, ap- 
proved by the Dominion Minister of 
Agriculture, during 1936 numbered 
82,372.

It is nearly two miles to the near- 
est bus route, and if any of its 400 
odd residents want te hire a car, they 
have to telephone to Wrotham, three 
and a half miles away. A few of 
the larger houses have their own 
plant for making electricity, but oil 
lamps are the chief means of illumi- 
nation. It has only one shop and a 
post office is attached, but money 
orders have to be obtained at Fair- 
seat post-office, a mile and a half 
from the centre of the village. 

Dances are seldom held in the vil- 
lage, and whist drives are almost as 
rare. Most of the young men have 
motorcycles, and go to neighboring 
villages for their entertainment. 

There are four public houses in 
Stansted, but they are about two 
miles apart. 

The parish church dates back to 
the 13th century, and in the church- 
yard is a yew tree believed to be 
over 1,000 years old.

Many Indications Point — 
To A Definite Increase In 
World Trade Conditions 


World trade appears to have defin- 
itely turned the corner and for the 
first nine months of 1986 was show- 
ing increases over the previous year. 
Recovery in world trade, however, 
has not kept pace with recovery in 
individual countries. This fact in- 
dicates that many of the forces which 
have impeded International Trade in 
recent years are still far from being 
removed. It is encouraging to Cana- 
dians to notice that the trade of both 
Great Britain and the United States 
has, been increasing, as these two 
countries form the principal market 
for Canadian export sales. The qués- 
tion of International Trade conditions 
is carefully analyzed in the fourth 
annual Agricultural Situation and 
Outlook, which has been published by 
the Dominion Departments of Agri- 
culture and Trade and Commerce. 

Trade in agricultural foodstuffs has 
not recovered to the same extent as 
has been shown for some other pro- 
ducts. This fact is attributed to the 
shift in production which has taken 
place in the countries normally con- 
sidered as importers of agricultural 
produce. These countries, chiefly in 
Western Europe, have for economic, 
political, military and social reasons, 
encouraged the production of more 
home grown foodstuffs. This has been 
accomplished by the erection of high 
tariff barriers and the use of many 
new barriers to trade. In recent 
months there has been evidence of 
some relaxation of these trade bar- 
riers. This change of attitude gives 
a somewhat brighter outlook to the 
world trade picture. Another fea- 
ture which is tending to relieve the 
situation is the trade agreement 
policies being effected, chiefly by the 
United States and Canada, 

The uncertainty of currency ex- 
change has been a factor impeding 
world trade in recent years and the 
decision of France to devalue the 
franc, in co-operation with Great 
Britain and the United States, has 
had a settling effect on foreign ex- 
changes. 

For the fiscal year ended March 
81, 1936, Canada exported agricul- 
tural produce valued at $290,488,000. 
This was an increase of 10.7 per cent. 
over the previous year. Approxi- 
mately 64 per cent. of the farm ma- 
terials exported go to Great Britain 


A} and 21 per cent. to the United States. 


May Need Pasteur Method 


Professor Investigating New Scourge 
For Horses In Scotland 

Professor M. Newstead, who dis- 
covered the breeding place of the 
tsetse fly in the African jungle and 
saved thousands from the dread 
sleeping sickness, is to attack a new 
scourge. It is the grass sickness 
responsible for the deaths of thou- 
sands of horses in Scotland, particu- 
larly in Aberdeenshire, and may be 
affecting the health of humans. Now 
82, Professor Newstead has consented 
to make the research, according to 
reports in Aberdeen, at the request 
of David Miln, head of a large seed 
firm, who will finance the work. “My 
belief,” said Professor Newstead, “is 
that the disease is caused by an in- 
visible virus which can only be isolat- 
ed and overcome by innoculation of 
healthy animals with serum taken 
from a diseased animal, In my opin- 
ion it is a question of Louis Pasteur 
and anthrax all over again.”

British Crown Lands 


Exchanged By National Treasury For 


King’s Yearly Grant 

As is customary in Britain, the new 
King, George the Sixth, will turn the 
crown lands over to the nation dur- 
ing his reign in exchange for a de- 
finite yearly grant from the national 
treasury, The custom dates back to 
George the Third, but that monarch 
did not transfer all of the crown 
lands, but only enough to gain the 
sums of money he desired. William 
the Fourth was more impecunious 
and he was the first sovereign to give 
up all of the crown lands, 

The amount of money that King 
George the Sixth and his Queen will 
receive from the nation probably has 
not been determined, The King will 
send a message to the Commons re- 
questing that they give consideration 
to the matter and parliament will 
appoint a committee, The committee 


will consider not only the needs of | 


the royal family but the possibility 
of effecting economies. When King 
Edward the Seventh came to the 
throne the provision for the Royal 
Buckhounds was eliminated, Oddly 
enough, Keir Hardie, the Socialist, 
spoke at that time as a champion of 
Queen Alexandra and wished to have 
£50,000 voted to her as a separate 
grant. It was explained, then, with 
the king’s permission, that £33,000 
of the £110,000 being recommended 
by the committee for the joint Privy 
Purse would be allocated to the 
queen. 

George the Fifth accepted a joint 
Privy Purse of £97,800. In recent 
years he requested that this be re- 
duced to £50,000. King George and 
Queen Mary were not ostentatious. 
Whatever the amount for the new 
King may be it is understood that 
the nation will gain financially by the 
arrangement.__Toronto Star Weekly.

Not A New Sdense 


Plastic Surgery Has Developed 
Gradually From Farly 
Background 


The plastic surgeon's job is for the 
most part a grim business. People 
injured in accidents, by burns, and 
damage caused by removal of 
growths form the bulk of the special- 
ist’s patients. 

On the surface, plastic surgery 
might seem to be the newest of medi- 
cal techniques, but it is not, accord- 
ing to Dr. Fulton Risdon, one of To- 
ronto’s best known specialists, Dur- 
ing the war Dr. Risdon worked side 
by side with Sir Harold Gillies, noted 
English plastic surgeon, whose re- 
cent operation to restore the features 
of a girl horribly burned was de- 


“During the war we thought we 
had got hold of something new,” said 


time to go into the matter we found 


But the war did for plastic sur-| 
gery what it did for many early in- 
ventions, like the aeroplane. It lent} 
an urgent need for “forced develop-| 
ment” and brought results never be- 
fore obtained. Surrounded by men 
mutilated by shot and shell, doctors 
simply had to “do something.” As 
a result, hundreds of men now are 
able to lead a normal life. 

But it was several years after the 
war that a Dutch scientist, Dr. 
Esser, made the greatest single im- 
provement in plastic surgery. “Skin 
grafts had a tendency to “float up” 
because of accumulated blood and 
serum under the new skin,” said Dr. 
Risdon, ‘and then Dr. Esser wrote 
an article describing the use of pres- 
sure on the grafted area, resulting in 
the new skin growing to match the 
surrounding skin.” —- Toronto Star 
Weekly. 


New Set- Up For India 


First Responsible Government Is 
Soon To Be Elected 


Thirty million electors—of whom 
more than 5,000,000 are women—will 
shortly vote in British India on the 
first stage of responsible govern- 
ment. It’s a form of responsible 
government rigorously bound about 
by limiting safeguards, but it’s a be- 
ginning. 

It’s the beginning of the great 
scheme to create a United States of 
India. 

The Government of India Act of 
1985 contemplated creation of a fed- 
erated India including the provinces 
of British India and those native 
states which bewilderingly dovetail 
into the provinces of British India, 
states not actually British territory, 
who subjects are not British, yet ly- 
ing across main arteries of communi- 
cation, vital to the welfare of India 
as a whole. 

The section of the act granting 
autonomous government to the prov- 
inces of British India does not need 
to wait for the wider federal ‘scheme. 
It comes into force April 1, Under it, 
legislative assemblies will be elected 
in 11 provinces of British India. Leg- 
islative councils or upper houses will, 
in addition, be chosen in Madras, 
Bombay, Bengal and United Prov- 
inces, Bihar and Assam,
